He had been president of the Ver- 


-rnont Officers Reunion Society, of the 
"Reunion Society of the First Vermont 
^Cavalry, and of the Soldiers' Home in 
"Vermont: was an efficient member of 
'the Grand Army of the Republic, but 
^declined the honors they would fain 
"have bestowed upon him: a prominent 
'member of the Gettysburg Monument 
•Commission of 1888-90. and the first 
•commander of the Vermont Comman- 
dery of the Loyal Legion, whose loss 
"in his untimely decease is irreparable. 
If he ^ad enemies, we know not who 
"ihey were. 


General Wells was concerned in the 


•direction of many important business 
••enterprises in the city of his resi- 
dence: was a member and officer in 
"the Episcopal Church, and a prortri- 
-nertt supporter of the Young Men's 
' Christian 
Association, of Burlington. 


"His 
discharge of civic trusts was 


marked by the same competency and 
'fidelity which distinguished his career 
•as a soldier, and his departure from 
" among us is universally mourned, as 
the loss of a true man and a public 
spirited Christian citizen. 


His death occurred suddenly in New 


"York City. April 29, 1892. of angia 
pectoris. a malady which had once "be- 
fore assailed him in October. 1S90. 


General "Wells was married January 


IS. 1866, to Arahanna, daughter of 
Edwin Richardson.
